But the 
hill with the 44 potatoes - wed 
at least a prolific habit, a id we 
planted them and wete tiui dis- 
appointed in the result, for they 
gave far more marketable potatoes 
than large ones frnui less prolific 
hills. Lately we read from an ex- 
change the experience of a thought 
ful farmer who said that in dig- 
ging bis sweet potatoes one hilt 
had eight potatoes that av-raged 
one pound each, the next had four 
potatoes that weighed one pound 
each, and the third hill had on'y 
one potato of a pound. The crop 
had been fertilized alike and culti- 
vated alike. One plant had eight 
times the crop of another. Now, 
we are sure that if the potatoes 
from the prolific hill were saved by 
themselves and used to start plants 
another season there would be an 
advance in the yield. Some time 
ago one of our students who is in 
the forestry work of the United 
States Geological Survey, wrote to 
us from Colorado thathe had founrf, 
back in the moutaini, a man with a 
little ranch. He had some wheat 
that he said he had found growing 
volunteer there, and planted it on 
bis farm. Our correspondent said 
that, the wheat had heads five to 
eight inciies long, and he se.ured 
some and sent it to us. We now 
have that growing In our gulden, 
and will give it special attention 
and will save the finest heads for 
seed, so that anothei year we may

Paper From Cornstalks. 

AH Iowa, says a letter tiom Iowa 
City, is interested in the plan of 
turning the waste products of the 
corn lie ds of the western corn pro 
ducing states into paper, and the 
paper ol such quality that it wil 
compare favorably with Japanese 
vellum. Common cornstalks, 53,- 
000,000 tons of which are allowed 
to rot yearly in the seven western 
states producing the greatest 
amount of corn, and the material 
from which, experimentally, the 
company has already produced 
excellent paper at a COM ranging 
from |S4 to ftfl per ton. The cost 
of uianulacturicg paper fiom wood 
pulporrags is estimated at from* 
$00 to $75. Oyer $100,010 has 
been spent in the perfecting of ma 
chinerv for the handling of this 
material. An improved threshing 
machine, which separatee the 
s ulk from the leives, husks the 
ear, delivers the stalks bound in 
bundles ready for shipment, and 
the parts of the plant valuable 
stock food into the barn, hae < 
recently been patented. The»e 
bundles of cornstalks are then 
■ •lipped to a depithing plant whete 
after passing through several op- 
erations, the pith is seperated from 
the hard fiber surrounding the 
calk and rolled into an excellent 
quality of paper. The hard out- 
side liber is used in the manufac 
ture of box board. Every vestige 
of the frtalk is utilized in some 
manner. In preparing cellulose, 
gun cotton, smokeless powder, 
varnish, artificial leather, rubber 
substitutes, insulating materials, 
electrical apparatus, linoleum and 
floor coverings, papier-mache and 
Inferior d'COrationa, picture frames 
ftttd signs, paper coverings, lubri- 
cants, golf balls and sundry other 
products, different parts of the 
stalks arc said to be available — 
County Gentleman.

In addition 
to penetration through lungs, 
stomae^i, digestive tube and 
mouth, the lead may also en 
ter the body through the kin. 
When the skin is dry i: 
does not seem to have been 
established that the lead enters 
the organism, but when the skin is 
moist, or torn, or scratched, the 
lead finds an easy ingress. 

The results of the lead poison 
ing are paralysis and atrophy of 
the nervous system, various cere 
bral disorders, albuminuria of the 
kidneys with all of its consequen 
ces, and so forth. By far the most 
serious results, however, are in 
the domain of heredity.
